Sev eral days ago a gentleman rep­ 
resenting h imself as a broth er-in- 
law of Geo. W. Felt (now serving a 
life sentence for

murder 
of 
Bpencer Post at Durand, 111., some 
fiv e years ago) called at th e Tele­ 
g raph with a length y statement of 
the above case and a petition for 
Felt’s release, to wh ich h e wish ed to 
g iv e publicity th rough 
th e 
paper. 
Nev er inclined to act with out inves­ 
tig atio n, especially in matters inter­ 
fering with due process of law, we 
stated th at we would give th e mat­ 
ter consideration. 
Th e gentleman 
said th at th e affair would be left in 
the h ands of members 
of 
Dixon 
camp, G. A. R., one of wh om would 
call on us and fully ex plain. No one 
has visited th e office in regard to th e 
matter since. 
In yesterday’s edi­ 
tion of th e Ch icago American— cop­ 
ied into th e Dixon Sun of last nigh t 
with out comment, appeared an 
ar­ 
ticle in reference to th e case in th e 
form of a dispatch from Dixon, full

The Mex icans or tlie Aztec Indians 
can give the people of the United 
States lessons in architecture and in 
solid construction of buildings. There 
are buildings standing today iu the 
City of Mex ico that have stood for 
three centuries mol are in an ex cellent 
state of preservation. There is not a 
fram e building in the city . There are 
a few adobe, but most all are stone, 
briek or cement. 
There is a brick 
building down in the old part of the 
town that was erected prior to 1450. 
It shows that so long ago as that the 
Indians were ex perts in the m anufac­ 
ture of brick s. 
But probably 80 per 
cent of all the buildings are made of 
concrete foment. Cement and concrete 
have been use l successfully in Mex ico 
for 500 y ears, and all the cathedrals 
and churches are of that material. On 
the line of the Vera Cruz Pacific can 
be seen the ruins of Toro Bravo, where 
there are evidences, of a city ruined 


py ramids of solid cement which must 
have been erected over 500 y ears ago. 
One of these py ramids is 170 feet in 
height, and on the summit rests a 
cement ledge thirty feet in diameter. 
This, as well as others, is of filigree 
work and carved statuary . 
Near this stands another of white 
limestone, built in four terraces, with 
carvings and ornaraeutations which 
would put to shame the modern Amer­ 
ican sculptor. 
It has stood all these 
centuries, y et the limestone is much 
easier brok en than the cement. Think 
of a town of almost 400.000 persons, 
and the fire record is three in one y ear.
